So far there is no evidence that 


the German retreat has halted, such 
facts as are known indicating the 
contrary. 
La Fere is supposed to 


be one of the corner stones of the 
Hindenburg line, jet General Nivelle 
has been able to occupy 
Teignier, 


less than two miles fiom La Fere, 
apparently •without encountering ser- 
ious resistance. 
Tergmei- is an im- 


portant railroad junction from •which 
three roads branch north to La Fere, 
a second south »\est to Nojon, 
and 


a third 
northwest 
to St. Quentm. 


Even more significant is the fact 
that the British, advancing on the 
north against Cambrai, another vital 
point oh the Hindenburg line, haA'e 
seen incendiary fires olazing in the 
rear of that town. 


The only fact to offset these evi- 


dences that the Germans are still 
retiring is that the advance of both 
British and French materially slack- 
ened 
yesterday. 
This is officially 


explained as due to an equinoctial 
gale which swept over the blackened 
wilderness in which 
the 
opposing 


armies are manoevering 
The Brit- 


ish, whose advance has been 
con- 


stantly slower than 
that 
of 
the 


French, are still an appreciable dis- 
tance from Cambrai, their nearest 
outnost being about 12 miles from 
that citj. 
The great importance of 


Cambria lies m the fact that it is 
the principal barrier between the 
allies and the great French coal ami 
iron field around Valenciennes, 20 
miles further on 
These fields ha\e 


been in the possession of the Ger- 
mans since the first sweep throusjli 
Belgium. 


While uncertainty still reigns as 


to the outcome of the great drama 
being staged in Picardy 
the Ger- 


mans continue their efforts to create 
a diversion in the region of Verdim 
but so far nothing has developed to 
indicate that a major operation 
is 


under way. The

theatre is from the long quiescent 
Macedonian front.

Washington, March 31.—President Wilson, recognizing that Ger- 


man j practically is making war on the United States on the seas, today 
called congress'to assemble in extraordinary session on April 2 to deal 
with the situation. 


The purpose of the session—now called two weeks earlier than the 


•late iirst set—as announced in the president's proclamation^ is to re- 
ccne a communication on "grave questions of national policy." 


The President's proclamation follows: 
"A\ hereas public interests require that congress of the United States 


^hould convene in extra session at 12 o'clock noon, on the second day of 
April, 1017, to receive a communication concerning grave matters of na- 
itonal policy; Athich should be taken immediately under consideration. 


Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, president of the United States 


of American, do hereby proclaim and declare that an extraordinary oc- 
casion requires the congress of the United States to convene in extra ses- 
sion at the capitol in the city of Washington on the second day of April, 
1917, at 13 o'clock noon, of which all persons who shall at that time be 
entitled to act as members thereof are hereby required to take notice.

Efforts are being made in many 


pl&o«fi to arouse people to the -waste 
paper nuisance. 
Some towns have 


their appearance simply ruined by 
thft. waste paper floating about the 
•trtets. Residences many be hand- 
fcome, and home grounds well kept 
op. But if people will strew litter 
about the streets and if no one picks 
It "up, those towns are bound to look 
lik« a pig pen. The streets of New- 
ark are in a disgraceful condition 
much of the time, due in part at least 
to the carelessness and thoughtless- 
Dees of the people. 
In many places the idea of setting 


waste paper receptacles about .the 
Streets has been tried. It was tried 
here in Newark a few years ago. It 
fielpfi out to a certain extent. But 
the boys who sweep out stores are 
often detected putting the sweepings 
Into these cans for street officials to 
carry off, which does not help make 
the streets any more cleanly. You 
can't change public habits simply by 
proYldlng cans for refuse. 
The street officials may be ever 


Bo actire. But half a day after they 
make their rounds, if people contin- 
ue to throw paper bags, cigarette 
boxes, and other litter around the 
ttreets, the town will look just as 
bad.The street is the common parlor 
and front door step for all 
of us. 


Comparatively few people will throw 
a mess of paper on their best carpet 
at.home. Yet the same people will 
•mptr a bag of fruit, and 
then 


tkrow away the paper. They have a 
lordly feeling that some menial of 
the town will come along and pick 
It up. They can not spare the time 
to put the paper in their pocket and 
throw It into the waste box at home. 
'. Just a little campaign of educa- 
tion Is all that is necessary. 
The 


disorderly habits start in childhood. 
tf 'the children are trained to pick 
rip every scrap of paper about the 
school yard, it is a very simple mat- 
ter to carry it a step further and 
bare them pick up paper 
on the 
streets. The moment they get that 
habit,, a bit of loose paper looks re- 
pulsive to them, and they will quit 
adding to it. 
The appearance of 
iaany towns could be revolutionized 
(n -this way in a few years. Newark 
it to hare a spring clean-up for April 
&~ ~ The service director, Mr. Chris- 
tian agrees to cart the rubbish away. 
Bterybody should gladly join in this 
spring clean-up movement because it 
means not only a better looking, 
mor* inviting city but a more health- 
ful place, a city better 
protected 


from fire.

GERMANY'S CHALLENGE. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


The destruction by German sub- 


marines of three American vessels, 
apparently with a considerable loss 
of life, is an act of such direct hostil- 
ity that it is impossible to see how 
our Government can overlook it if it 
intends to back up its words with 
deeds. The United States has never 
recognized the right of Germany 
arbitrarily to stake off no small part 
of the Atlantic Ocean and say that 
any boat that ventures there does so 
at its peril. It has been the conten- 
tion of our Government, relying upon 
international law, that our 
vessels 


cannot thus be driven from the sea 
and that they have a perfect right 
to traverse the so-called barred zone, 
subject to the usual restrictions of 
warning, visitation and search. 
If 


they carry contraband they are, of, 
course, liable to destruction, with the 
customary precautions for the safety 
of the crew and possible passengers. 


In its policy of unrestricted sub- 


marine warfare -Germany contends 
that no nation, belligerent or neutral 
has any rights that it is bound to re- 
spect. This constitutes 
a virtual 


blockade of the Atlantic coast of the 
United States and raises a clean-cut 
issue between the two countries. If 
we are to continue a maritime nation, 
engaged in a legitimate earring trade 
and seeking no privileges to which 
we are not entitled, it is impossible 
for us to recognize 
this arrogant 


claim of Germany. We must uphold 
our legal rights, even to the extent 
of going to war. When all the circum- 
stances of the sinking of the Mem- 
phis, Illinois and Vigilancia are more 
fully ascertained a decision must be 
made. It is incredible that one should 
submit tamely to the wanton taking 
of American lives. If the worst 
comes to pass the United States can 
take up the sword with clean con- 
science and in a most righteous cause.

Seward underestimated him; Stantou gibed at him: Welles 


and. Chase and the others had to be convinced by months of 
association that their first impression of him was unfair. 


How much easier Lincoln's task, how different the attitude 


of his associates might have been, had it been possible for 
Lincoln to LOOK what Lincoln really WAS. 


Even his young secretary. John Hay. who worshiped him. 


spoke of him with affectionate amusement as the •'gorilla." and 
found it hard to take quite seriously the man who would rush 
into his room at midnight, with a ragged night-gown flapping 
about his knees.
